PUBLIC  OWNERSHIP. 


A  Large  and  Earnest  Meeting 
In  Dodd's  Hall. 

A  well  attended  meeting  of  citizens  was 

held  at  Dodd's  Hall  oa  Wedneedey  night. 
Ni.  W.  Hopping  called  the  meeting  to 
order  and  slated  that  It  bad  been  called 
take  action  la  regard  to  supplying  the 
toko  with  water  and  light 
Geo.  W.  Cook  was  elected  Chairman 
and  Cept.  Samuel  G.  Hey  ter.  Secretary. 

Geo.  W.  Hopping  then  reed  an  address 
which  was  ae  follows: 

This  meeting  of  citizens  bas  been  oalled 
for  ;tb#  purpose  of  considering  the 
desirability  of  the  public  ownership  of 
water  or  light  supply,  or  both. 

The  question  desirability  may  be 
considered  from  two  eland-points :  one 
as  regards  its  moral  aspects,  the  other 
as  regards  Its  material  advantages.  Ae 
regards  the  moral  aspects  of  the  question, 
no  well-informed  person  will  deny  that 
the  preeUee  of  granting  franchise*.-  to 
private  parties  or  corporations  to  perform 
public  utilities  Is  s  virtual  delegation  of 
the  taxing  power  which  belongs  to  ths 
govet  ment  ooly,  sad  has  had  the  effect, 
as  anyone  might  reasonably  expect,  of 
corrupting  all  of  our  legislative  bodies 
without  a  single  exception. 

I  wish  to  especially  emphasise  the  faet 
that  this  Is  s  delegation  of  taxing  power, 
because  It  bas  a  direct  bearing  upon  the 
consideration  of  the  questions  before  us 
to-night.  A 

We  not  owfy  place  In  the  bands  of 
private  owaers  of  franchisee  e  power  to 
charge  any  price  that  they  please  for  the 
services  rendered,  but  we  also  give  them 
the  power  to  do  the  aame  with  others  .In 
the  future  who  have  had  no  opportunity 
to  oousent  to  thin  granting  of  power, 
many  of  whom,  perhaps,  are  not  yet  born. 

I  will  not  stop  to  dlseuse  the  bad  effeet 
of  seeking  after  these  franchises  from 
Legislative  bodies,  as  there  are  very  few 
who  are  so  Ignorant  of  the  facta  whtoh 
iu  attracting  the  attention  of  all  thought- 
fm  people  and  writers  of  the  present  day, 
as  to  need  any  argument  upon  this  sub¬ 
ject  ;  In  fact,  we  have  bad  right  in  our 
unity  Instances  of  private  in- 
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and  his  methods  by  ths  people  of  New 
Jersey,  and  he  probably  has  as  much  bv- 
flaence  at  Trenton  as  any  man  in  the  state. 
It  is  even  seriously  asserted  that  he  as¬ 
pire*  to  a  scat  tn  the  United  States  senate 
two  years  hence.  Thom  peon  lives  hi  a 
magnificent  house  on  the  Gloucester 
river  shore,  and  with  all  his  faults  hr  Is 
■aid  to  bo  a  very  charitable  man,  wLo 
never  refuses  aid  to  the  truly  unfortu¬ 
nate  who  apply  to  him.  He  is  a  man  of 
wonderful  nerve  and  is  an  imperturba¬ 
ble  bettor.  He  Is  jolly  in  bis  manner, 
and  many  of  his  most  ardent  henchmen 
are  men  who  have  fought  him  bitterly 
in  the  paat 

The  keepers  of  city  poolrooms  all  over 
the  country  are  naturally  great  admir¬ 
ers  of  Thompson,  for  he  has  been  the 
means  of  giving  them  the  opportunity 
to  lore  the  seductive  dollar  from  this 
pockets  of  their  patrons  It  months  in 
the  year,  whereas  under  the  old  arrange¬ 
ment  their  "business’*  was  at  a  stand¬ 
still  during  half  of  that  period.

It  U  a  faot  well  reoognlxed  now  by  all 
the  leading  thinkers  oa  queatiomof  eOlaa, 

that  private  morality  and  public  moral¬ 
ity  are  substantially  Identical.  That  la, 
there  can  be  no  private  morality  which  Is 
pot  based  upon  a  delicate  and  conscien¬ 
tious  consideration  of  the  Interests  of  all. 
In  preference  to  private  Interests.  So 
that  the  same  Influences  4hlch  are  cor¬ 
rupting  our  public  bodies  are  sure  to 
show  disastrous  effects  upon  Individuals, 
as  la  Instanced  by  the  easily- to- be- seen 
consequences  of  oar  recent  Race  Track 
Legislation,  which  la  sare  to  result  In 
widespread  private  corruption,  peculation, 
embezzlement  and  general  moral  debase¬ 
ment. 

It  Is  unfortunate  that  no  regular  means 
for  correcting  these  evils  la  provided  la 
our  machinery  of  legislation,  but  I  trust 
that  the  time  la  not  very  far  distant  when 
no  measure  can  acquire  the  force  of  law 
without  an  opportunity  to  ascertain  by 
means  of  the  ballot  whether  It  be  really 
the  will  of  the  people  or  aot. 

As  regards  the  desirability  from  the 
stand  point  os  mater. al  advantages  of 
havlDg  public  utilities  operated  by  the 
people  In  their  own  Interest,  It  1#  only 
neceeeary  to  give  one  Instance  of  the 
many  adopted  by  the  people  of  the 
Uulted  States  and  to  contrast  this  with 
the  advantages  possessed  by  our  much 
despised  neighbors  In  Euaopo 

The  Western  Union  Telegraph  Company 
Is  capitalized  to-day  at  one  hundred  mil¬ 
lion  of  dollars  (3100,000,000. )  on  whiob  it 
nvceesary  to  sara  dividends  In  order 
to  satisfy  the  stockholders. 

Their  whole  outfit  can  be  duplicated, 
according  to  the  “Journal  of  Com¬ 
merce"  for  fifteen  mtllon  dollars 
(315,000,000  )  sad  probaby  for  twelve 
million  dollars  (319,000,000.): 

Inevitably  this  has  also  its  moral 
aspect,  wbioh  Is  seen  in  the  foot  than  In 
order  to  earn  the  amount  necessary  to 
pay  dlvlends  on  this  watered  stock,  the 
wages  of  their  employees  are  placed  so 
low  as  to  indues.  If  not  foroe, many  of 
their  employes*  to  work  over-time  sad 
at  night  for  a  longer  period  than  they 
should,  thus  supplying  the  oommnuity 
with  a  larger  annual  crop  of  drunkards, 
made  such  by  the  terrific  nervoos  strain 
and  the  ensuing  reaction  causing  a  de¬ 
sire  for  stimulants — more  In  fact  than 
can  possibly  be  reformed  by  all  the 
Temperance  Societies  In  the  locality  af¬ 
fected. 

A  gentleman  lately  told  me  of  an  In¬ 
stance  that  occurred  to  a  friend  of  his. 
Illustrating  the  advantage*,  as  far  as  coat 
to  the  consumer  Is  concerned,  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  of  public  ownership,  compared  with 
our  system  of  conducting  the  telegraph. 
This  friead  of  hfe  was  In  an  oasis  in  ths 
dwwt  ol  Sahara,  sad  found  It  necessary 
to  telegraph  to  Paris  foj^pda ;  going  to 
a  telegraph  sUUon  he  sent  hie  massage 
from  the  oesU,  over  the  desert  through 
Algeria,  unde*  the  Mediterranean  and 
over  the  greater  part  of  France  to  Pari*, 
and,  being  an  American,  was  very  much 
surprised  to  find  that  it  coat  him  only 
one  franc — twenty  (30)  cents.

sue  in  efforts  to  devise  ways  and  means 
for  dodging  the  convincing  but  nurrHp- 
titiout  dynamite  which  his  friends  the 
anarchists  seem  to  be  so  anxious  to  force 
upon  bis  close  attention. 

Thompson  is  unquestionably  the  father 
of  winter  racing  in  New  Jersey.
